Hoover Believes Allies Can^t 


Be Defeated in Present War; 


Asserts U. S. 'Must Keep Out' 


York—GP5—Herbert Hoover expressed belief, in an interview with 


Roy W. Howard published today, that the defeat of Great Britain and 
France is impossible. 


"If one surveys the whole front—sea, land, air and 


economic resources—I am convinced the allies can 
defend their empires," the former president said. "The 
end may be victory for them. At worst it might be 
stalemate. I do not see any possibility that it can be 
defeat." 


The interview, published in the New York World 


Telegram, of which Howard is editor, was based on 
an expression by the editor himself that "a dangerous 
emotionalism is diluting American reasoning; that 
the idea is spreading rapidly in certain sections of 
this country that France and England are facing de- 
feat and that in order to avoid catastrophe to civili- 
zation and to save ourselves the United States must 
sooner or later enter the European war."" 


The former president responded: 
"It is true there is the utmost danger in war times 


of emotions overwhelming common sense . . . but the 


premise of the ideas you mention is wrong.

Washington—Since the neutrality or Jceep-out-of-war legislation is a 


specific measure intended to deal with the specific foreign situation now 
existing, it may well be tinkered with on a detailed basis to-ease dislo- 
cations to American shipping where that may be done with reasonable 
safety. 


Already the senate foreign relations committee has 


modified the original blanket prohibition against car- 
rying of goods to the territory of belligerents in 
American ships. These modifications exempted pan- 
American airways traffic so that customary landings 
might continue at Trinidad and other foreign-owned 
points in the western hemisphere. That seems a thor- 
oughly safe exception to make. 


Another change will permit American vessels to 


put in at belligerent-owned ports in the western hem-- 
isphere to handle passengers and mail but not cargo. 
No exception however is being made for ocean traffic 
to Canada. That restriction will involve a considerable 
loss to American shipping. On the Atlantic coast, for 
instance, American vessels carry'5about 200,000 tons 
of cargo a year in and out of Canadian ports, com-

85 per cent of America's trade with 
Europe is now hanging in the bal- 
ance and will be unpaired by the 
war to as great an extent as the 
British and German navies, re- 
spectively, can apply their so-called 
"contraband" lists. 


The United States has in the past 


protested when belligerents classi- 
fied contraband too broadly, but, 
in the present spirit of congress, 
which is to narrow neutral rights 
and give free rein to belligerent 
navies, the tendency is not to pro- 
test 


Thus, while the neutrality debate 


is very interesting and much will 
be said about keeping America out 
of war or dragging her in, the truth 
is the unemployment relief rolls 
will tend to grow and the losses to 
American business will increase in 
accordance as America ignores her 
own trade 


Best Alibi

Likewise, jt -would not be sur- 


prising to see a recommendation for 
drastic tax increases. The fact that 
Britain is taxing around 35 per cent 
for law as well as high incomes is j 
being taken into consideration as 
likely to induce more cooperation 
hereafter from the taxpayer, es- 
pecially when America is not being 
asked at the same time to sacrifice 
human In es. 


Even if the embargo is repealed, 


the impact on American trade is 
bound to be severe until such time 
as the supremacv 
of the British 


navy is assured If the Bnt'sh navy 
is in process of being defeated, the 
American trade will be paralyzed, 
though, to be sure, the commerce 
with South America will continue 
as heretofore. 


War Orders 


But to put into jeooardy more 


than $1000,000,000 worth of trade 
to Europe alone is something Amer- 
ica has not experienced since 191*, 
and, though war orders ha\e been 
expected to make up the difference, 
it will be f\ident in a few months 
that the cash and carry plan and 
other restrictions 
being imposed 


now will prevent the rapid rise in 
exports which America experienced 
after the first seven months of dis- 
ruption of trade beginning in Au- 
gust, 1914. 


It is not generally realized that 


the United States in December, 1914, 
sent one of the severest protests to 
the British 
that American di- 


plomacy records. Interference with 
American shipping to neutral coun- 
tries was so extensive that a se- 
rious rift in British-American rela- 
tions might have resulted if it had 
not been for the 
greater trans- 


gression which arose out of the at- 
tack without warning by German 
submarines on American ships and 
American citizens. 


The United States was in the 


midst of a severe slump in trade in 
the first seven months of the war, 
and German submarines were not 
as active then as they are" today. 
With the tendency to squelch war 
trade and the tendency also to re- 
main indifferent to interruptions of 
ordinary trade, the United States is 
bound to suffer economic reverses 
unless the seas are cleared for trade.

Parents Should Deal Gently 


With Children Who are Rough 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Buddy is a rough and tough little lad who adores his little baby sister. 


He falls upon her with lusty affection and knocks the breath out of her. 
He carries his treasured box of blocks and lays them on her stomach with 
all the vigor of his thirty-five pounds. He grabs her round the neck and 
squeezes her, hard. Mother is in constant fear and dread for the baby's 
life. 


"Why does he want to hurt his little sister? He says he loves her, but 


the next minute he is hurting her." 


He does love her and he is doing his best to tell her so. Thumps and 


whacks and shoves and punches are his gestures of affection. He has no 
Idea of hurling the child. He thinks he is being especially affectionate. 


You see, his muscles are not tinder control. His emotions charge them 
*ith a load too heavy for their development He is rough when he most 
•wants to be gentle. You must know that he does not understand much 
about gentleness, nor roughness. They are words to him, no more. He 
feels a •warmth of affection sweep over him as he sees little sister beam- 
ing upon him. He tries £0 express it and gets into trouble. The only thing 
you can do with him is to hold him at a distance; watch between him and 
the baby; keep shooing him into 
-gentleness. Take his hand and lay 
it gently on the baby's hand and 
fay, "This way." 


There are little brothers who 


mean to' be rough. Sometimes they 
are jealous of their baby brothers 
and sisters. The difference between 
their actions and those of the affec- 
tionate children is clear. The little 
brother -who brings a toy spade 
down hard on his little sister's 
head, or who pushes his little broth- 
er head over heels and then smacks 
him hard with whatever 
comes 


handy., means to hurt. 


This child has to be isolated for a 


•while after he does such things. 
Make the isolation long enough to 
cause Mm to remember it, and long 
enough for him to feel how lonely 
life is without his brothers and sis- 
ters. 


Don't slap or shake or shout at 


rough children. Be unusually gentle 
of voice and manner in dealing with 
them. Take them aside and tell 
them that they cannot be with the 
other children and hurt them. They 
must go someplace else and stay 
alone. Give them something to play 
with, some occupation for body and 
mind so they do not get into a 
"Worse state by being thrown back 
upon their worst selves. Keep them 
tusy, but keep them apart. 


We must be careful about slap- 


ping or shaking such a child be- 
cause he is already inclined to vio- 
lence. He thinks that what grown 
tip people do must be the right way 
to do. They slap and shake and hurt 


him when they are angry, so that 
is the right way to do when he is 
angry. Set an example of gentle- 
ness and, in time, he will follow it. 


AH little children go through this 


stage of direct force in emergency, 
and at that stage they live in a state 
of emergency. Time and teaching 
helps them to leave it behind.

As 
far as could be determined, there 
were two reasons for laying down 
the spade ace and leading a second 
spade from dummy, instead of lead- 
ing up to the king and playing 
West for the long spades. The first 
reason was that the opening lead 
left the play in dummy and made 
it more convenient to finesse against 
East The second and more im- 
portant reason was that West had 
overcalled with two diamonds. The 
moment he was placed with a long 
diamond suit, "percentage" favored 
his holding few spades, that is if 
either defender could be expected to 
have four spades, it was more like- 
ly to be East than West, However, to 
show that percentages

as well as the entire course of the 
Ernbarass river, the fall is rapid 
and a high crest of water is built 
yp in spring when the run-off is 
fast over frozen ground. From New 
London to Oshkosh though the drop 
is from two to three feet and the 
head of water overflows the banks 
The lowlands are flooded and sewer 
systems in Oshkosh and Fond du 
Lac co not operate well. 


High water is not the problem 


at Menasha although Main street 
probably would be under water if 
the Wisconsin river should ever 
break through at Portage. In Men- 
asha, the chief problem is in sum- 
mer when there is not enough wa- 
ter. 
Conditions during the past 


summer were particularly bad with 
a low stage of water and high algae 
growth that resulted in the death of 
many fish, unpleasant odors, closing 
oi some mills and increased costs 
of operation for the water depart- 
ment. 


Ferguson Plan
